BUILDERS. 


Throughout this country there are 
being hauled over miserable roads by 
four, six or eight horses or mules wag- 
ons of produce which a single team 
could haul on an improyed highway. 
No nation is rich enough to be as ex- 
travagant as the United States is with 
the time and money wasted owing to 
bad roads. A statistician has figured 
that bad roads cost us $250,000,000a 
vear; that is to say, it would cost us 
$250,000,000 a year less to haul crops to 
market over good roads than it now 
costs. The waste ina single year would 
build 50,000 [miles of highwey costing 
$5000 a mile. A writer in the New 
York Evening Post, speaking of other 
advantages of good roads, says: 

Bad roads restrict educational facili- 
ties, limit the rural free-delivery ser- 
vice and prevent the proper development 
of social life in the country. Gr od roads 
permit of grade schools in the country, 
extend the rural free-delivery seryice 
and check the e modu sof young men and 
women from the farm to the cit: Al 
ready, in localites where roads have 
been improved, we see the movement 
from the city to the farm.

State Expert Tells of Butter Making. 

Showing that Pennsylvania furnishes 
peculiar advantages for farm butter 
makers Prof. H. E. VanForman, head 
of the department of diary husbandry 
in the State College School of Agricul- 
ture, outlined rules to be followed in 
order to insure a satisfactory product. 
He,said: 

‘*Milk contaminated by dust or dirt 
from the stable or flanks of the animals 
at milking time can never be restored 
to its orginal quality. The strainer 
takes out only the sold mateiral, but 
cannot remove that which has dissolyed 
to say nothing of the undesirable bac- 
teria fresultant from a iaxily towa 
cleanliness.
